pedient to prevent any suspicion- of 
irregularity.

new provisions 


•re also included in Uie regulations 
•with the obpjet of securing uniformity 
»t the different laboratories whert,- su- 
gars are tested. As son as tho change 
can be made onlj the half-shadow po- 
lariscope will be employed in making 
tetiu.. instead of the color instniments 
now ni use. and all instruments and 
apparatus will be standardised by the 
officials of the coast and geodetic sur- 
vey m order to swjre uniform results. 


The tests for the classification of su- 


gars have he-en changed so that the av- 
erage testa agreeing within two-tenths 
of 1 per cent shall govern the dassifl- 
catum 
Vnder the act of 1SS3 the de- 


termining test wa,s the lowest of two 
tests agreeing within three-tenhs of » 
«ie?:ree. 
This change was mad« be- 


cause the present law provides for a 
eliding scale of duties on fractions of 
a degree, and because it was believed 
that this method, which follows the 
commercial practices, would be, f_iiror 
to a!! concerned.

Three years ago O'Harra returned to 


the 1'nited Stales, and at Columbus. O.. 
was caught in ihe act of burglary. 
He served a term of two and a half 
years for this crime, and during the 
period of his imprisonment was not 
recognized. 
O'Harra was released re- 


cently and took up a residence in Jer- 
sey City. 
He made trips across the 


North river, aid at last the police, 
were, informed that O'Hara was visi'.- 
irig h'is old hatin.s here and took steps 
to arrest him. 


In 1SS5 he was caught robbins a 


saloon iu this city by Policeman Wil- 
liam Kate-hale. 
O'Hara made an a;-

which took fire, compelling the garri- 
son to retire with the loss of six men 
killed. 


Two brothers named Portillo made a 


stand behind a tree and were rein- 
forced by a number of their comrades.

mortality among the refugees is very 
great, and the same is true regarding 
the troops. Th« mortality due to yel- 
low fever, malaria and dysentery is 
excessive.

A night's natural sleep repairs the 


waste, the life giving blood in gentle, 
regular pulsations flows by aud the 
proper element is taken out of each 
globule and incorporated into the struc- 
ture of the nerve cell, so that on awak- 
ening it is again restored, alert and 
ready to receive and send oat messages 
and do its proper work. Sleep has knit 
together again tbe meshes raveled out 
by eare. Tbe action of 1,000,000 of 
these cells packed together in the brain, 
like Leyden jars in a battery, is analo- 
gous to electricity, but not at all identi- 
cal with it.

MONEY TO BURN. 


they Boruvd It »nd l*ter \VUhtd 


Hmd Kept tbe Fuel. 


"When Burnsiutt uiade his mud march 


on to Fredericksburg, we meii in the 
advaiice had some gay times," remarked 
a veteran of the civil war. "It was a 
long while before tho Johnnies would 
let VB cross the river, but when we did 
get across we made the fellows who had 
been shooting at us for the past three 
hours get right tip and dust for safer 
quarters. Tbe infantry soon followed us 
aud took up their position along tbe 
river toward Falmoutb, while we skir-

An inspection showed 
that we had made no mistake, and 
preparations were made for smok- 
ing out the bees. 


"He cut a hole in the lower part 


of the tree and kindled a fire, across 
which he laid a number of fresh 
branches to create a smudge. To in- 
sure the smoke doing its work prop- 
erly a sort of screen was made to 
force tho smoke into the hole, aad 
in about half nn hour the bees had 
become helpless, and we obtained 
about 30 pounds of honey. 


"We were just getting ready to 


return home when a peculiar look- 
ing little bird, somewhat larger 
than a sparrow, began to flutter 
around our heads and twitter. My 
companion gave a cry of satisfac- 
tion and then started off pellruell 
after the bird. I was at a loss to ex- 
plain his action, but thought best 
to follow him. 


"When 1 caught up with him, he 


explained that the bird was a honey- 
bird and wanted to show him where 
there was a honey tree. Having 
never heard of such a thing, I 
thought that he was making game 
of me, but his earnestness partly 
convinced me, and I decided to keep 
on. 


"After a chase of several miles 


the bird began to hover around a 
tree, and when we drew nearer we 
saw bees issuing from a hole in the 
trunk. The former methods for se- 
curing the honey were put in opera- 
tion, the bird sitting on a nearby 
limb while the operation was going 
on. After securing the honey a por- 
tion was set aside for the bird, as 
my companion declared that unless 
he did so the bird would refuse to 
guide him any more. 


"We found several other trees and 


marked them and reached the house 
in the evening. 
After supper my 


host entertained me with an account 
of the amount of honey which the 
herder had gathered, stating that in 
one week the previous summer be 
had secured nearly 3,000 pounds. 


"Since leaving that place I have 


visited a number of large apiarius 
in various countries and seen any 
number of devices for keeping bees, 
but I have never met any one who 
made such art impression upon me 
as that bee hunter with whom I 
spent a day in southern Australia."

One of my companions bad some 
coffee in his haversack, so I thought we 
might have a little coffee if nothing 
else. Well, we got the coffee out und 
then discovered tbat we had no firewood. 
There was some tall sweaving just at 
that time, for the Johnnies hadn't left 
so much as a match behind them. 
: 
" 'I've got itl" I cried, and I hauled 


out the three bundles of notes I had 
found in the Planters' hotel My ex- 
pression was greeted with a shout by 
my companions and—we had money to 
burn. We soon had the fire going and 
tbe coffee cooked. Need I say to any 
soldier that we enjoyed oar coffee at a 
price which seems rather high—f 15,- 
000? We were soon through and marched 
back into the town only to see oar men 
trying to buy some tobacco without 
money. How strange it seemed! They 
had not a cent, while we had money to 
bnrn and burned it. 


"Four years after I regretted haviue 


had this money and burned it 
While 


in Washington in the winter of 1865 1 
had the mortification of seeing an ad- 
vertisement for this identical package 
of notes and offering 60 per cent on 
tbeir face value for their return. They 
were Virginia state bank notes; hence 
their value. Whenever I hear that a 
man has money to burn I think of iny 
$15,000 aud shed a tear of regret that i 
burned it"—New York Telegram.

Back in the early seventies th« Taco- 


ma Mill company, not beiug able to 
handily secure gold aud silver for uso 
in trading with and paying off the In- 
dian laborers and early settlers, hit 
upon tbe iiovel plan cf issuing iu owu 
currency, and to this end set its black- 
smith to work to fashion for it out 
of scraps of iron aud brass pieces uf 
money, or. rather, tokens, which could 
be used as a circulating medium. The 
pieces consisted of 40 cent and 45 cent 
iron tokens and brass $1 pieces. Tho 40 
cent pieces were abont an inch in diam- 
eter and the 45 cent pieces were about 
the size of tbe present silver half dollar. 
The |1 pieces were oval in shape, about 
1% inches long, an inch wido and a 
sixteenth of an inch in thickness. These 
pieces were stamped with the figures 
showing tbeir value, and readily passed 
current all over the country tributary to 
the milL Nearly all of this old "niill" 
coin has passed away, but a few days 
ago William Hanson of the Tacoma Mil) 
company presented a set of these queer 
coins to the Ferry museum. In his let- 
ter to the museum he said: 


"The honesty of the people and the 


absence of any blacksmith shop gave 
that of tbe company made the use 01 
this money possible." 


Oregon has long boasted that the 


"Beaver" coin, minted at Oregon City 
in tbe early fifties, was the only money 
minted in tbo northwest in the days of 
the pioneer, but here in Tacoma, long 
years after Oregon's "Beaver" mint 
bad become a historical incident, was a 
primitive mint that supplied thtj coin 
to furnish the pioneers and Indians with 
all of the necessities for their rough 
lives. The coins, which are still pre- 
served, are roughly made, just such as 
any blacksmith with ordinary tools 
might make, and as a matter of fact 
dnring the early years of the mill com- 
pany's existence formed practically the 
local circulating medium of exchange. 
When the Indians who were employed 
in the mill were paid for their labor, 
this coin sufficed, as all the trading 
they did was with the little store run in 
connection with the mill. Tho iron and 
brass pieces were, of course, passed 
among the Indians in trading with each 
other, aud as anything in the way of 
supplies was purchased by them at the 
mill store the pieces were fully as good 
to them as if they had borne tbe stamp 
of the government

organisms is nowhere more striking," 
pnyR Soienrfi, "than in thn cnsn i»f ani- 
mals which find themselves acciden- 
tally lost iu caves and which succeed in 
accustoming themselves to the situa- 
tion in spite of its difficulties. 
M. Ar- 


maud Viro gives somu notes cu his ob- 
servations in tho Comptea Bendns. The 
principal difference in the situation 
consists in the absence of light and in 
the rarity of animal prey. The eye al- 
ways becomes atrophied to a degrKi 
which varioH with the species aud also 
with the individual. There is some- 
times a difference between tho two eyes 
of a single individual. The eyes are to 
a certain extent replaced by other or- 
gans of sense; tho autennte of 
the 


campodes become, in somu individuals, 
twice as long as usual, and sometimes 
longer than tbe entire body. The tactile 
hairs with which tho body is covered 
obtain an exaggerated development, and 
in the crustaceans sometimes even in- 
vade the ocular globe. Hearing does not 
seem to be accentuated, but the sense of 
smell is very acute, and a bit of tainted 
flesh becomes invaded in a very few 
minutes with a large colony of animals. 
The organs of digestion become very 
considerably modified in those species 
which arc naturally carnivorocs, and 
in two staphylins the mandibles wore 
found to be completely atrophied. Every 
animal is more or less completely de- 
pigmented, but those which had uo 
trace of color remaining began to have 
numerous little black spots disseminated 
over the whole body after they had 
been kept for a mouth in tho light, and 
these spots were particularly abundant 
in those parts (antennas and claws) 
which had been accidentally lost aud 
were in course of restoration."

If sugar rirwj, the sugar trust reaps 


the prunt, b-jt it naua'. be at the ex- 
pense of i hose » ho consume sugar 
unless ibe consumers of sugar ciu 
make enough mor« TO cover the in- 
creased pric*. So, when wheat rises, 
the wheat grower is benefiued, but he 
profits at the expense of those who 
use flour unless the latter in some way 
secure a corresponding increase in 
their incomes. 


A general rise in prices should be 


followed by a rise in wages. Mr. Car- 
lisle, in lf>78, in ms speech comment- 
ing upon the advantages to be secured 
through the Bland act, said: "Instead 
of constant and relentless contraction; 
instead of constant 
appreciation of 


money and depriclation of property, 
we will have expansion to the extent 
or at least $2,000,000 per month, and 
under its inttuence the exchangeable 
value of commodities, including labor, 
will soon begin to rise, thus inviting 
nvestment, infusing life into the dead 
ndustries of the country and quicken- 
ing the pulsations of trade in all its 
departments." 


The farmer and manufacturer* would 


each receive a higher price for his 
product and would be able to pay more 
:o those employed in its production. 
Laborers, on the other hand, would 
it once realize the advantages enjoyed 


the employer and their own dis- 


advantage, and demand an increase in 
wages. Labor organizations, aided by 
the increased demand for wages, would 
obtain this increase and thus secure 
protection from harm. The good ef- 
fect of a general rise and a subsequent 
level of prices would be widespread 
and permanent 
The owners of money 


and the holders of fixed investments 
are the only ones to whom 
rising 


prices bring real injury, and this in- 
jury is partly remedied by the greater 
security given to investments. 


If it is said that rising prices do 


injustice to owners of money and those 
enjoying fixed incomes, let it be re- 
membered that the restoration of bi- 
metallism can only take away the ad- 
Tantage which the gold standard gavr. 
It is a choice batween falling prices 
indefinitely continued and a return to 
the bimetallic 'evel 
The gold «tand- 


ard gives perpetual advantage to mon- 
ey owning, while 
bimetallism gives 


temporarv advantage to producers of 
wea th Pt the expense of money own- 
ers, 
and then establishes justice be- 


rveen aS! classes by preserving sia- 
biluy in :he pmshaaing power of tbe 
dollar. 


Those who understand the cause of 


flhe recent rise in wheat know that

normal. 
In fact, wheat has already 


receded twitv owing to the fear that 
the first reports of the foreign crop 
failure were exaggerated 
The export 


price of wheat for the year ending 
June 30, 1S32. was $1.03, for the year 
following it w«»h SO cents: by the Is: 
01 November. 1S93. the pn> e had fallen 
below 70 cents. 


What will be the political effect of 


this temporary advance? 


That it must lie adverse to the Re- 


publican party is certain. If any ar* 
foolish enough to credit the rise to 
the new tariff law, to the gold stand- 
ard or to "restored confidence," the 
spell will be broken when wheat re- 
turns to the level of the last few years.

York for the purpose of making the 
inspection, and after the work was 
completed be returned to bis head 
quarters at New York. 


A deal is OR for either a sale of tbe 


C., H. & D. or a consolidation wltb 
another road or roads is comtem- 
plated. 


The first of the present week two 


eentlemen arrived here from New 
York, and, after getting breakfast, a 
bath and a shave, called at tbe C., H. 
& D. general offices, and presented tc 
ihe proper officials credentials stating 
that they had been sent west to go 
over the books of the C., H. & D. 
company, and that they were to be 
given every facility for prosecuting 
"•te work. 


The accomodatlng officers of tbe 


3 , H. & D. were Instructed to give 
the New York men every information 
asked for, acd to aid tbeia in every 
possible way that would facilitate 
he work they came here to do. 
Since tbelr arrival here the two

The Brice-Thomas people are the 


ones, however, who are most likely 
negotiating for the property, with 
the object In view of consolidating 
the Brtce-Thomas lines with the C. 
R. & D. and making them one large 
system. Such a consolidation would 
greatly strengthen the Brtce-Thomas 
lines both physically and financially 
and give an entrance to Cincinnati 
and terminals here. This is an ad- 
vantage which has long been sought 
by the Brlce-Thomas people. 


The absorption of the 0.. H. & O. 


and consolidation with it of the many 
un" innected roads owued and cu 
trolled by Brlce and Tbomas would 
weld Into one system with termini of

As we were riding along one 
day toward evening looking for a 
camp our three dogs started up 
something which we thought was a 
wild pig. 
The grass was about 10 


feet high, and we couldn't see, so 
we started after them, following the 
bark, and when we came there waa 
a leopard tip three yards on a big 
gum tree, and one of the dogs had 
him by the neck, bit fast, and he 
couldn't go any farther. What do 
you suppose the Irishman did ? He 
jumps off his horse, takes the leop- 
ard by the tail, pulls him off the 
tree, the other two dogs take hold 
of him, and he kicks the leopard in- 
sensible I got a lock afterward and 
knocked his brains out. 


One day as we were out looking 


for bucks we heard a roar, nothing 
like I had ever heard before. It was 
the roar of a lion, the only one we 
met in the two weeks we were out, 
an unearthly sound.

An Add Proof Glue. 


The following has been recommended 


as producing a cement which will fas- 
ten glass or porcelain, etc., together 
firmly and will rot be affected by strong 
acids: Mix together two parts of pow- 
dered asbeatas, one part of barium sul- 
phate and two parts of sodium silicate of 
specific gravity 1.50. A still firmer glue 
can be made which is particularly valua- 
ble, since it is not attacked by hot acids, 
by mixing together two parts of sodium 
silicate, one part of tbe finest sand and 
one part of finely pulverized asbestos. 
If potassium silicate is used instead of 
the sodium salt, tbe glue will harden 
immediately, but otherwise it will re- 
quire about an hour to set.—Exchange.

•lock work is quite as good now as 
t was then, in epiteof appearance, 
besides, Prussia bad just tho very 
'orce opposed to her in 1S70 against 
which good clockwork would be 
iurd to prevail—a piece of bogus 
Military mechanism. Whether Prus- 
eiu would have had at- easy a victory 
f some Frenchman had arisen capa- 
ble of organizing and using a really 
mobile force of 60,000 men is anoth- 
er question. It is possible that such 
a spearhead stuck into tho clock- 
work might have done a great deal 
of damage. That, however, is spec- 
ulation. What \ve do know is that 
he Prussian army was a splendid 
ighting organism at the end of tho 
Seven Years' war, and that at Jena, 
some 40 years after, it proved utter- 
.y unable to meet Napoleon's quick, 
ierce assault. 


In spite, then, of the magnificent 


organization of tho present Euro- 
pean armies and of their vast size, 
we believe it to bo quite possible 
that some new Alexander may arise 
who will organize a new method of 
ighting which, for a time, at any 
rate, may bring all their far stretch- 
ed greatness to rum. Of course such 
a genius in the art of war may nev- 
T get to the front, but that his op- 
portunity exists in the present bloat- 


armamerits wo have no sort of 


doubt. Yet, it will be said, how about 
:he big battalions* All military au- 
thorities agree that in the end, ami 
considering that the European na- 
tions are practically equal in cour- 
age and morale, the way to win a 
battle is to confront five men of tbe 
enemy with eight, or, if possible, 
ten, men of your own. That proves 
that the big armies will always beat 
the small ( By no means. It is be- 
cause we entirely and absolutely ac- 
quiesce in the big battalions theory 


"Providence is_pn the .side of the 


big battalions," was Napoleon's dic- 
tum—that we hold that small and 
properly organized mobile armies 
will beat tbe huge, unwieldy armies 
that the modern European strate- 
gists contemplate putting into the 
field. Remember, your big battal- 
ions must confront the little battal- 
ion not on paper, but on the ground; 
hence, if a body of 20,000 men can 
be swiftly and suddenly confronted 
with a body of 40,000, tho big bat- 
talions rule is on the side of the 
40,000. The fact that the 20,000 be- 
long to an organization which has 
a couple of hundred thousand men 
behind it does not matter. Unless 
the 200,000 men are available at tho 
moment they do not count. 


An extremely mobile jiriuy. ready 


to spring first in ono direction and 
then in another, is quite capable of 
beatiug an army three or four times 
its size and beating it always by 
having a substantial majority nf 
combatants in every actual engage- 
ment. Of course th« big army may 
be so splendidly organized that it 
will bo quite as mobile, if riot moro 
mobile, than tho small army. In 
that case the email army will be 
swallowed whole. All wo contend 
istha.tthahugeiie&sof the European 
f.rmiea tends to make, them immo- 
bile and that, therefore, it is always 
possible that some clever intention 
in the direction of intense mobility 
may give victory to a small aud ap- 
parently not particularly well found 
army in other respects-..-— London 
Spectator.

But. it is urged, labor unionists corti-

.heir will. Labor unionists, as such, 


no one to join their unions. 


They eiert an influence—a very power- 
'ul influence it is true—to induce others 
to join them, hut whether this is tyran- 
nical or not depends upon the nature of 
that influence. If they used any phys- 
ical violence, they might be convicted 
of tyranny, but they don't. All they do 
is to follow out the essential feature of 
the organization and refuse to work 
with any cuo who does not join it. 
This is not tyrannical in itself. How 
then can it bicomo tyrannical when 


•f others to join th^ ranks 


of organized labor? Is liberty of con- 
tviciieo threatened when tha Cathohn 
priest buys groceries from a member of 
his congregation instead of from thu 
Protestant grocer across the .street? I.s 
personal 
liberty destroyed when thw 


unionist refuses to work with a man 
who rcfnses to join a uuiou: His re- 
fusal to joiu tho union is as much an 
invasion, of the liberty of the mC'inheri 
of that union as is their refusal to work 
with him an invasion of his liberty. 


Sometimes in uiy ignorance I marvel 


at tho lack of consistency in the mind 
of tho man who tells mo it, is tyran- 
nical for n man to make another join a 
union and who still insists upon every 
one joining the United States. And yet 
how diflo.rent are the methods, The la- 
bor unionist simply refuses to have 
anything to do with those who refuse 
to join a union when they have the op- 
portunity Any member of such a union 
can retire at any time, and no ono who 
does not wish to do so need pay dues t 
support it or obey its laws. 
Hut with 


tho United States thu case is widely 
different 
Everybody has to pay does 


whether he wants to or not. 
If you re- 


fuse, tho United States army is ready 
to persnudo yon to change your mind. 
Everybody—unless ho is rich enough 
to buy np the courts—has to obey the 
laws. 
And such laws tool 


No labor union has or ever could have 


such infamous anil tyrannical laws as 
those which govern the citizens of tho 
United Suites. Such a thing would bo 
impossible. 
No ono would join such a 


badly managed union. If they did hap- 
pen to join it iu a moment of enthusi- 
asm, as soon as they found out how cor- 
rupt its management really was they 
would immediately stop paying dues. 
and the union would soon become u 
thins of tho past. Who would pay dues 
to suppoit a union which issued blanker, 
injunctions, which gagged its members 
as Debs was gagged 'ho cither day in 
West Virginia, or which

and state governments in collecting and 
spending tiio public revenue and in su- 
pervising thu public sanitation, factory.
